Eggs in Winter — To get eggs in 
wiuter. give hens meat twice a week. Buy 
any kind of offal from the butchers, and 
they will thank you for it, and pay you 
well in eg£s. We use scraps from the 
fat-frying establishment, buying it in 
cakes of from 50 to HlO pounds- and 
throwing them into the yard, where they 
lie until gradually picked to pieces and 
consumed. This material costs one half 
to one cent per pound — usually oueceut; 
and it is the cheapest meat we can get 
for poultry. 

Farm Kits, generally, do not appreciate 
the value of vegetable crops. They are 
easily cultivated, generally yield politi- 
cally, aud are readily converted into 
money at a good price. In the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the large citic«, laud com- 
mands fabulous prices, almost eutirely 
on being devoted to tbe raising of garden 
vegetables. Farmers in this section 
might profit by the hint. Less meat and 
more vegetables, aud we will have fewer 
doctors' bill to pay.

The modus operandi says the Buffa- 
lo Courier, of electing a President, after 
the Presidential electors have been cho- 
sen, nay not be : > ma liar to all, so we 
condease from the Philadelphia Ledger 
an accsunt of the process. The Consti- 
tution provides that the electors, chosen 
in snc| manner as the Legislature of 
each Skate may prescribe, shall meet in 
their fjspective States, and vote by bal- 
lot foi President and Vice-President. 
At the meetings, known as "electoral 
colleges," the electors are required to 
make lists of the persons they vote for, 
and the number of votes cast for each, 
which lists they are required to sign and 
certify, and transmit sealed to the Pres 
Senate 'of the United States, 
Jovewiment. That officer 
is reqJTrea to open these certificates in 
the presence of tbe Senate and House of 
Representatives, And the votes arc then 
to belounted, and the person having the 
greatnt number of electoral votes for 
Presiflsnt, if such a number be a major- 
ity of 'the whole number of electors ap- 
pointed, is declared to be the President ; 
and so of Vice-Presideut. 

An act of Congress of March 1, 1792, 
which fixed a uniform time for the hold- 
ing of the Presidential election through- 
out the country, also provides for further 
details. It requires the Executive au- 
thority of each State to cause three cer- 
tified lists of the electors chosen by said 
State to be made out and delivered to 
the electors on or before the first \Ved- 
ueBday of December next after the elec- 
tion, a.j.l that said electors shall meet 
e their votes on the said first 
y in December, at such place

Steam Railways.— -The Philadelphia 

Ledger says: A nam method oi' sup- 
plying steam for locomotive purposes on 
street railways, so as to avoid the use of 
e in the engine while running on the 
streets, was exhibited yesterday on a 
temporary track at the establishment of 
Grice & Long. In this engine the neces- 
sity for a fire-box, smoke-stack, &c., is 
done away with by substituting a strong 
tauk or reservoir for holding water pre- 
viously heated to a high temperature in 
a stationary boiler. The water so heated 
is forced into the locomotive tank, and is 
capable of giving off an amount of work- 
ing steam for a considerable length of 
time sufficient to drive the engine and 
draw one or mors cars. The new loco- 
motive weighs about five tuns when fully 
supplied with the requisite storage of 
heated water. 

At the trial yesterday it ran 45 min- 
utes, making 125 stoppages, and reduc- 
ing the steam pressure from 80 pounds at 
starting to 20 pounds when the trial 
ceased. No noise was made other than i 
the rumble of the wheels over the rails, 
and the machine seemed to be all times 
under the perfect control of the engi- 
neer, being stopped almost instantly 
while running at the rate of six miles 
per hour. The temperature of the water 
is kept up by a non-conducting jacket, 
three inches thick around the tank. It

If wc return to the crucifixion, we be- 
hold Christ led by the Jewi.-h shoema- 
ker's house, bowed down beneath the 
weight of that very cross which the 
manifold guilt of the race he loved too 
well had condemned him to bear. Pale 
with fatigue, suffocated by sighs, yet 
with tli.- gluryof au in^nite compassion 
and mercy irradiating his countenance, 
be lingers an instant near the door to 
rest. But, observed, he is driven bru 
tally forward. Then it was that Christ, 
looking at him, said, "I shall stand and 
rest, hut thou wall go till the last day." 
And when did Christ ever speak an idle 
rd ? 

-■ '\ uero is" no improbability in our 
Lord's words being- fulfilled to the let- 
ti r." says Baring Gould. And if we 
reflect upon the workings of divinity we 
will discover that beyond the mere visi- 
ble object of purging souls from sin, and 
lifting them from out the darkness of 
disbelief into the clear pure light of 
I •hristianity, its ways are uiyst 
incomprehensible. 

We are aware that the scoffer has been 
doomed to ceaseless wanderiugs. But do 
•*o recognize nothing beyond a just God'« 
veugeaucc iu that terrible sentence ? Ac- 
cording to authentic accounts, writes B. 
G., mauy people of high degree and title 
have seen this man. lie has appeared iu 
Knglaud, France, Polaud, Moscow, Fer- 
sia, Spain, Lapland, Hungary, Sweden, 
Denmark, Scotland and other places, 
though the earliest mention of him is to 
be found in the Book of the Chronicles 
«>f the Abbey of St. Albans, which was 
copied and continued by Mathcw Paris. 

This poor, erring creature, if he be no 
myth, waiteth uow in sorrow and dread 
tor the return of the Messiah, fearing 
lest he behold again upon that glorious 
brow the same stern shadow of sorrow- 
ful displeasure which drove him forth 
from Jerusalem, filled with the frantic 
desire to place bills, oceans, mountains, 
between himself and the scene wherein 
be had reviled his Master and beheld 
lli.mdrop llis head and die.
